2. KISSINGER. NYTIMES GWERTZMAN RIYADH REPORTS 
AMERICAN OFFICIALS SAID ISRAEL AND SYRIA HAD AGREED TO 
SEND DELEGATIONS TO WASHINGTON LATER THIS MONTH TO CON- 
TINUE INDEPENDENT DISCUSSION WITH KISSINGER ON ACHIEVING 
A SEPARATION OF TROOPS IN GOLAN HEIGHTS AREA, NEWSMEN 
HAVING BEEN INFORMED ON FLIGHT FROM DAMASCUS TO RIYADH, 
AND TOLD THAT A HUGE GAP STILL EXISTED ON TERMS FOR A 
SYRIAN-ISRAELI ACCORD. ARRIVING IN RIYADH KISSINGER 
SAID HE HAD COME TO REPORT TO KING FAISAL ON HIS TALKS IN 
DAMASCUS AND TEL AVIV, SECRETARY ADDING IN PRESENCE OF 
SAQQAF THAT SOME PROGRESS WAS MADE IN ESTABLISHING A 
NEGOTIATING PROCESS BETWEEN ISRAEL AND SYRIA AND US WILL 
SPARE NO EFFORT FOR DISENGAGEMENT ON SYRIAN FRONT, SINCE 
WE CONSIDER THIS A FIRST STEP TOWARD A JUST AND LASTING 
PEACE THROUGHOUT THE MIDDLE EAST. KISSINGER ADDED HE 
WILL ALSO STRESS THE ALREADY CLOSE AND CORDIAL RELATION- 
SHIP THAT EXISTS BETWEEN SAUDI ARABIA AND US; LATER 
KISSINGER LEFT FOR AMMAN TO SEE KING HUSSEIN AND SPEND 
THE NIGHT. KISSINGER HAD SUGGESTED WASHINGTON FORUM 
TO ASSAD. SAME DAY MEIR ACCEPTED IDEA AND LAST NIGHT 
ASSAD CONFIRMED ARRANGEMENT. ACCORDING AMERICAN OFFICIALS 
ON PLANE. ISRAELI DELEGATION EXPECTED IN WASHINGTON IN 
ABOUT TWO WEEKS; SYRIAN DELEGATION MAY OVERLAP IN WASHING- 
TON BUT NO FACE-TO-FACE MEETINGS ARE ANTICIPATED. 
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2A. WASHPOST BERGER AMMAN ALSO REPORTS AGREMENT TO HOLD 
INDIRECT NEGOTIATIONS IN WASHINGTON WITH KISSINGER SERV- 
ING AS INTERMEDIARY. THIS BEING FIRST TIME THE TWO COUN- 
TRIES HAD AGREED TO HOLD FORMAL TALKS, EVEN INDIRECT 
ONES. IF IN WASHINGTON THE TWO SIDES MOVE CLOSE ENOUGH, 

SAID US OFFICIALS, KISSINGER WOULD PROBABLY RESUME HIS

MENT IS AN ARAB REQUIREMENT FOR AGREEMENT BY THE OIL- 
PRODUCING STATES TO LIFT THE EMBARGO ON THE US, BERGER 
ADDING A HIGH US OFFICIAL SAID ANY SCHEDULE THAT MAY HAVE 
EXISTED FOR LIFTING THE EMBARGO WOULD UNAFFECTED BY TO- 
DAY'S EVENTS IN SYRIA. NOTING THAT GROMYKO WAS SCHEDULED 
TO RETURN TO DAMASCUS, BERGER REPORTS THAT AMERICAN OFFI- 
CIALS PROFESSED TO BE PERPLEXED ABOUT WHAT MOSCOW INTENDED 
TO ACCOMPLISH WITH GROMYKO'S SHUTTLE. IN THE WASHING- 
TON TALKS WITH SYRIA AND ISRAEL THE SOVIET ROLE WOULD BE 
SLIGHT, WHICH PLEASES THE ISRAELIS, AND TALKS WILL BE 
CONDUCTED THROUGH KISSINGER, WHICH PLEASES THE SYRIANS, 
BERGER CONCLUDES. 

3. SOVIET EMIGRANTS. NYTIMES HEDRICK SMITH MOSCOW 
REPORTS RATE OF JEWISH EMIGRATION FROM SOVIET UNION 
DROPPED OFF CONSIDERABLY IN FIRST TWO MONTHS OF THIS 
YEAR, ACCORDING TO WESTERN DIPLOMATIC SOURCES, SMITH 
ADDING THE REPORTED DECLINE HAS PROMPTED UNCERTAINTY IN

WAS NOT SUFFICIENTLY PRONOUNCED TO REACH A DEFINITE CON-
